By ¡1 fire in which two horses were 
burned to death, an automobile truek 
and a delivery wagon consumed and 
a large bam totally destroyed, James 
Allegro, a wholesale and retail fruit 
dealer, sustained a loss o f approxi­ 
mately $3,000 about 10 o’clock S a t­ 
urday night. 
The bam was located 
on Broadway and was a mass of 
flames before even the residents liv­ 
ing across the street were aware that 
it was afire. 
The origin of the flames 
is not known. 
Mr. Allegro was at North Vernon 
during the day and did not return 
until about midnight. 
His employes 
here say that the horses were stabled 
and fed 5 o’clock Saturday after­ 
noon and that the truck had not been 
used during the day. 
They declared 
that none o f them had been in the 
building after that hour and that no 
lantern or matches had been used 
then. 
It is thought possible that the 
fire might have been started from a 
match or cigarette 
stub 
carelessly 
thrown into the hay or straw by 
a 
tramp who had sought_sln*lter in the 
building. Mr. Allegro says that tramps 
come to the barn and since the cool 
weather he had found several there 
when he was out with his horses late 
in the evening. 
The horses that were burned t»> 
death were valued at about $400. The 
automobile truck was recently pur­ 
chased by the fruit dealer. 
lie car­ 
ried $1,350 insurance on the building 
and contents. A quantity o f hay was 
also burned and several sets o f har­ 
ness were consumed. One wagon was 
taken from the barn before it was 
damaged.
